EXPLANATORY. 

I  herewith  present  to  my  fellow-teachers  a  new  and 
very  simple  method  for  testing  their  pupils'  knowledge 
of  the  Latin  Verb.  I  have  nsed  it  in  my  own  school 
for  some  time,  and  have  found  that  it  awakens  in  my 
scholars  a  greater  interest  in  the  subject  of  Latin  Yerbs 
than  any  other  plan.  Its  use  is  simple.  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  class  must  have  the  Student's  Diagram  be- 
fore him,  when  reciting  (except,  of  course,  when  the 
verb  is  recited  in  regular  order).  The  teacher  then 
calls  off  a  number  from  the  Teacher's  Diagram.  The 
pupil  whose  turn  it  is  to  recite  finds  the  number  on  his 
own  diagram  and  mentions  the  corresponding  form  of 
the  verb.  The  teacher,  by  reading  the  numbers  in  vari- 
ous* directions,  can  introduce  a  great  variety  in  their 
order. 

The  diagram  will  serve  equally  well  for  the  Active, 
Passive  and  Deponent  forms.  Whenever  a  form  cor- 
responding to  the  number  called  for  does  not  occur,  the 
pupil  should  say,  "wanting."  I  have  purposely  given  the 
numbers  for  all  the  persons  of  the  Imperative,  because 
frequently  a  great  confusion  exists  in  the  mind  of  the 
youthful  learner  as  to  the  persons  of  this  mode.  I  have 
everywhere  given  the  subjunctive  of  the  future.  It  is 
generally  omitted  in  the  paradigms,  but  separately  com- 
mented upon  in  the  syntax.  I  consider  a  full  paradigm 
more  interesting  to  the  student. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  52  is  marked  with  the

letters  a  and  b.  These  are  to  be  used  with  the  depo- 
nent verb  only,  and  refer  respectively  to  the  future  par- 
ticiple active,  and  future  participle  passive  or  participle 
in  dus. 

For  convenience'  sake  I  have  appended  a  set  of  par- 
adigms, the  derivation  of  tenses,  and  a  few  of  the  most 
frequently  occurring  irregular  verbs.  These  verbs  should 
be  carefully  committed,  and  may  be  used  with  the  dia- 
grams for  practice.

ENDINGS  AND  DERIVATION  OF  TENSES. 


The  stem  of  a  verb  of  the  first,  second  or  fourth  con- 
j  ligation  is  found  by  removing  the  ending  re  from  the 
Present  Infinitive  Active.  In  the  third  conjugation 
we  must  remove  ere.     Ama-re,  mone-re,  ag-ere,  audi -re. 

The  last  letter  of  the  stem  (characteristic)  is  always  a 
in  the  first,  e  in  the  second,  I  in  the  fourth,  and  a  con- 
sonant or  u  in  the  third  conjugation.

How  these  endings  are  applied  to  the  stem  or  to  the 
increased  stem  may  be  best  seen  from  the  paradigms. 

In  the  first  person  singular  of  the  Present  Indica- 
tive of  the  first  conjugation  the  characteristic  is  drop- 
ped before  o  and  or.  Amo,  not  amao ;  amor,  not 
amaor. 

In  the  same  tense  the  third  conjugation  uses  a  con- 
necting-vowel before  the  endings,  except  in  the  first  per- 
son singular.  The  vowel  is  i  except  in  the  third  person 
plural,  where  it  is  u.    This  u  is  also  used  in  the  cor- 


• 
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responding  form  of  the  fourth  conjugation.  Ag-o,  ag-i-s, 
ag-i-t,  &c,  ag-u-nt,  audi-u-nt. 

The  I  verbs  of  the  third  conjugation  (capere,  cnpere, 
facere,  &c.)  assume  an  i  after  the  stem  in  the  first  per- 
son singular  and  third  plural  of  the  Present  Indicative, 
in  the  Present  Subjunctive,  in  the  Imperfect  and  Fu- 
ture Indicative,  in  the  Present  Part.,  in  the  Gerund, 
and  in  the  Future  Part.  Act.  and  Pass. 

In  the  Perfect  Indicative  Active  the  endings  vary  a 
little  from  those  given  above.

These  endings  are  applied  exactly  as  the  endings  in 
the  Present  Indicative.  Consequently  if  any  connect- 
ing vowels  are  used  in  the  Present  Indicative,  they  mast 
also  be  used  here. 

What   is  said  of  the  second  person  singular,  First 
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Form  Imp.  Act.  only  applies,  for  the  third  conjugation, 
to  the  verbs  dicere.  ducere,  facere  and  ferre.  The 
others  add  an  e  to  the  stem. 

In  giving  the  formation  of  the  tenses,  we  shall  only 
consider  the  active  voice.  The  passive  can  easily  be 
found  by  changing  the  endings. 

The  Imperfect  Indicative  adds  bam  to  the  stem  in 
the  first  and  second,  and  ebam  in  the  third  and  fourth 
conjugations. 

The  Future  Indicative  adds  bo  to  the  stem  in  the 
first  and  second  conjugations,  and  inflects  as  the  Present 
Indicative  of  the  third.  It  adds  am  in  the  third  and 
fourth  conjugation,  but  changes  a  into  e  for  the  rest  of 
the  tense. 

The  Present  Subjunctive  adds  m  to  the  stem  in  the 
first  conjugation,  but  changes  the  a  everywhere  into  e. 
It  adds  am  to  the  stem  in  the  other  conjugation,  keep- 
ing the  a  throughout. 

The  Imperfect  Subjunctive  adds  m  to  the  Present 
Infinitive  Active. 

The  Future  Participle  Active  is  formed  from  the 
Supine  by  changing  m  into  rus,  and  the  Future  Parti- 
ciple Passive  by  changing  m  into  s. 

The  Future  Subjunctive  consists  of  the  Future  Parti- 
ciple Active  together  with  the  Present  Subjunctive  of 
esse.  In  the  Passive  an  impersonal  construction  must 
be  used,  as  seen  in  the  paradigms. 

The  formation  of  the  rest  of  the  verb  can  be  most 
easily  learned  from  the  paradigms.
